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ABSTRACT : 

PURPOSE: To prevent icing or the like of a wire 
further decrease its thermal shrinkage, by 
exposing only the sliding surface of a conductor, 
coating the other surface with an insulating 
sheath, while providing a groove to the insulating 
sheath and embedding a heater wire in the groove 
then covering said groove with a removable cover. 
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CONSTITUTION: A conductor 1 is formed with an 
almost I-shaped section, disclosed only with a 
sliding surface 2 in its lower side part and 
embedded throughout its full length in an 
insulating sheath 3 of vinyl chloride or the like. 
A groove 5 is provided over full length on a 
protrusive part 4 protruding upward on an upper 
part of the sheath 3, and a heater wire 6 is 
embedded in said groove 5. Then a cover 7 is 
removably provided in such a manner as to cover 
the heater wire 6. In this way, the sliding 
surface is prevented from frosting and icing, and 
thermal shrinkage due to a temperature difference 
can be reduced. Further the heater wire, if 
demaged, can be easily replaced. 
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
